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The  New  Building: 

Its  Educational  Facilities 


Editor’s  Note:  This  article  continues  the  series 
of  articles  by  Professor  James  Jarrett  begun  last 
fall  in  the  Bulletin  describing  what  the  congre¬ 
gation  may  expect  to  find  in  the  new  building. 
The  concluding  article  of  this  series  on  the 
social  facilities  which  will  be  available  in  the 
new  building  will  appear  in  the  next  issue  of 
the  Bulletin. 

The  amount  of  space  in  the  new  build¬ 
ing  devoted  to  the  educational  programs 
of  the  synagogue  will  treble  the  amount 
of  space  devoted  to  educational  activities 
in  the  present  building.  The  school  facili¬ 
ties  will  be  located  on  the  third,  fourth 
and  fifth  floors  of  the  new  building.  The 
space  devoted  to  these  facilities  —  approxi¬ 
mately  30,000  sq.  ft.— is  roughly  one-half 
of  the  area  of  the  new  building,  including 
the  renovated  Milton  Steinberg  House. 

On  each  of  the  third  and  fourth  floors, 
there  will  be  four  large  and  three  smaller 
classrooms,  plus  a  multi-purpose  room 
which  is  the  equivalent  to  a  double  class¬ 
room.  The  third  floor  will  also  include  a 
large  art  room.  On  the  fifth  floor,  there 
will  be  six  large,  light  and  spacious  rooms, 
five  of  which  are  specially  designed  for 
nursery  classes.  The  sixth  space  is  a  multi¬ 
purpose  space  suitable  for  the  new  toddler 
program. 

Office  suites  for  the  directors  of  the 
three  departments  of  the  Mazer  School  of 
Religious  Studies  will  be  located  on  each 
floor  so  that  the  principal  may  be  close  to 
the  students.  Each  of  the  office  suites  will 
contain  room  for  a  secretary  and  a  con¬ 
ference  area.  Storage  areas  are  located 
near  each  office  suite. 

The  waiting  area  on  the  fifth  floor, 
outside  the  Principal’s  Office,  is  large 
enough  to  serve  as  a  staging  area  for  the 
receiving  and  dispatching  of  children,  by 
elevator,  to  parents  waiting  for  them  on 
the  first  floor. 

The  rooms  on  the  fifth  floor,  intended 
primarily  for  use  by  the  Early  Childhood 
Center  will  have  windows  formed  by  the 
arches  of  the  building’s  windows,  a 
cheerful  light  and  air  bonus  to  the  special 
environment  planned  for  the  Early  Child¬ 
hood  Center. 

As  funds  become  available  for  the 
furnishings,  the  intention  is  to  stress

P.  A.S.  Religious  School  Becomes 
Mazer  School  of  Religious  Studies 

The  Religious  School  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  —  The  Early  Childhood  Center, 
The  Elementary  Department  and  The 
High  School  Department  —  is  now  “The 
Mazer  School  of  Religious  Studies.” 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  M.  Mazer  were  long 
time  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
Mr.  Mazer  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  was  honored,  on  several 
occasions,  by  the  Synagogue. 

Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Hudson 
Pulp  and  Paper  Company,  Mr.  Mazer  was 
a  major  figure  in  the  American  business 
community.  With  his  brother  William,  he 
co-founded  the  American-Israel  Paper 
Mills  in  Hadera,  Israel,  and  served  as  its 
Chairman  of  the  Board.  His  concern  with 
the  future  of  Jewish  education  was 
demonstrated  by  his  support  of  the 
Hebrew  University,  of  which  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  He 
was  also  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  American  Friends  of  the 
Hebrew  University  as  well  as  a  Trustee  of 
Yeshiva  University. 

A  founder  of  the  Israel  Bond  Campaign, 
Mr.  Mazer  played  a  significant  role  in  help¬ 
ing  to  develop  the  excellent  investment 
record  maintained  by  the  fund’s  portfolio. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  National  Cabinet 
of  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  and  was 
Treasurer  of  the  New  York  Campaign.  He 
was  a  loyal  and  generous  member  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue. 

Mrs.  Mazer  shared  her  husband’s  phil¬ 
anthropic  interests  as  well  as  being  active, 
herself,  in  the  support  of  many  major 
Jewish  and  community  philanthropic 
organizations. 

After  the  death  last  year  of  Mr.  Mazer, 
who  was  predeceased  by  his  wife,  Ceil, 
William  Mazer  and  Daniel  G.  Ross,  the 
executors  of  Mr.  Mazer’s  estate,  decided 
to  allocate  a  generous  sum  to  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Building  Fund  in  order 
to  perpetuate  the  values  and  ideals  of 
Jewish  tradition  so  important  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Mazer  and  to  the  entire  Mazer  family.

Do  It  Yourself  Judaism 

Some  years  ago  the  late  Bing  Crosby 
played  the  role  of  a  priest  in  a  film  called 
“Say  One  for  Me.”  I  do  not  know  whether 
the  authorities  of  the  Church  approved 
the  title  and  its  theological  implications. 
But  certainly  this  is  not  the  Jewish  way. 
Judaism  teaches  that  each  person  can  pray 
and  should  pray  for  himself  or  herself.  If 
one  prays  for  a  loved  one  —  living  or  dead 
—  one  should  recite  his  or  her  own  prayer. 

Therefore,  when  someone  speaks  to 
me  after  a  funeral  and  asks  if  I  can  recom¬ 
mend  a  person  to  recite  the  kaddish  for 
the  beloved  person  who  has  died,  I  explain 
that  in  Judaism  we  do  not  believe  in  sur¬ 
rogates  for  prayers.  The  kaddish  is  to  be 
recited  by  a  son  or  daughter  to  whom  the 
deceased  parent  was  dear  and  who  was 
loved  by  that  parent  —  not  by  a  stranger. 
The  kaddish  is  not  a  magical  formula,  the 
very  recital  of  which  by  any  person  opens 
the  gates  of  Paradise  to  the  beloved  dead. 
The  kaddish  is  a  public  affirmation  of 
faith  by  the  one  who  recites  it  —  that  he 
or  she  attests  to  his  or  her  faith  in  God 
despite  the  recent  death  of  someone  dear. 
Such  a  declaration  of  faith  before  a  con¬ 
gregation  reflects  honor  upon  the  deceased 
parent.  What  sense  does  it  make  under 
such  circumstances  for  a  total  stranger  to 
recite  the  kaddish?  None  at  all. 

And  please  notice  that  a  daughter  may 
recite  kaddish  for  her  father  or  mother  at 
religious  services. 

One  more  thing,  when  the  anniversary 
of  the  death  occurs  and  the  name  is  read 
at  the  Shabbat  services,  let  not  a  man  or 
woman  think  it  is  sufficient  that  after  the 
name  is  read,  the  rabbi  recites  kaddish. 
The  absence  of  members  of  the  family  at 
such  a  Yahrzeit  reflects  no  honor  upon 
the  dead.  And  the  rabbi  can  not  “say  one” 

for  you.  —Judah  Nadich

Shavuot  Observance 

Shavuot  commemorates  the  harvest  of 
the  early  summer  in  Israel.  Therefore,  its 
name:  Hag  Hakatzir  (the  holiday  of  the 
harvest).  According  to  the  Rabbis,  Shavuot 
marks  the  day  on  which  the  Ten  Com¬ 
mandments  were  revealed  to  the  Jewish 
people  at  Mt.  Sinai.  Therefore,  the  name: 
Zman  Matan  Torateinu  (the  time  of  the 
giving  of  our  Torah).  Literally,  Shavuot 
means  “Weeks,”  because  the  holiday  comes 
at  the  end  of  a  seven  week  period  of  time 
counted  from  the  second  day  of  Passover. 
Shavuot  falls  on  the  fiftieth  day. 

This  year  Shavuot  begins  on  Tuesday 
evening,  May  20  and  extends  until  Thurs¬ 
day  night,  May  22.  There  are  services  in 
the  evening  and  morning  of  both  days. 
Graduation  from  the  High  School  takes 
place  on  the  first  day  of  Shavuot;  Yizkor 
Memorial  Prayers  are  part  of  the  service 
on  the  second  day,  May  22. 

It  is  traditional  to  eat  dairy  foods  on 
Shavuot.  Cheesecake  and  blintzes  are 
special  favorites.

Beatrice  Kaplan 


Bea  Kaplan  has  worn  many  volunteer 
hats  in  the  more  than  25  years  she  and  her 
husband,  the  Honorable  Louis  I.  Kaplan, 
Acting  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  State 
of  New  York,  have  been  members  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue. 

She  has  served  as  President  of  both  Par¬ 
ents  Association  and  Sisterhood.  During 
her  term  of  office  in  Parents  Association, 
the  annual  Shaharit  Service  and  Brunch 
was  inaugurated,  an  event  which  has 
become  a  permanent  part  of  the  school 
curriculum.  Before  assuming  the  presi¬ 
dency  of  Sisterhood,  Bea  chaired  several 
committees:  Program,  Luncheon  and 
United  Jewish  Appeal.  It  is  an  indication 
of  Bea’s  commitment  to  Sisterhood  that 
she  has  remained  an  active  member  of  the 
Sisterhood  Board  even  after  her  term  of 
office  expired. 

A  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Bea  has  served  on  the  Finance  Committee, 
Planning  Committee,  School  Board  and 
Nominating  Committee.

the  Bessie  A.  Mandelbaum  League  for 
Handicapped  Children.  She  is  a  member 
of  Hadassah,  the  Association  for  Blind 
Retarded  Children,  the  American  Jewish 
Committee,  and  the  Cardiac  Center. 

A  graduate  of  Hunter  College,  Bea 
taught  in  the  public  school  system  as  a 
teacher  of  Early  Childhood.  Her  two  sons, 
both  graduates  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  High  School,  are  lawyers:  Eugene 
is  Deputy  Chief  in  charge  of  the  Criminal 
Division  of  the  U.S.  Attorneys  Office  for 
the  Southern  District  of  New  York  and 
Steven  is  presently  Law  Clerk  to  Judge 
Gerald  Goettel  of  the  U.S.  District  Court, 
Southern  District  of  New  York. 


Jack  Raticoff 


Jack  Raticoff  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  In 
his  own  quiet  way,  he  has  contributed 
greatly  to  the  synagogue  and  to  the  com¬ 
munity.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  fabulous 
Winston  pin,  THE  prize  at  the  annual 
Sisterhood  luncheon,  is  donated  by  him. 
In  fact,  whenever  a  gift  of  importance  is 
needed,  Jack  Raticoff  can  be  called  upon 
to  give  it,  graciously  and  anonomously. 

Jack  Raticoff  migrated  to  the  United 
States  with  his  parents,  leaving  the  small 
Russian  town  in  which  he  was  born,  and 
settled  in  Philadelphia.  He  served  in  the 
U.S.  Army  as  a  Second  Lieutenant  during 
World  War  I.  After  the  war,  he  resumed  his 
education  and  graduated  from  the  Wharton 
School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
where  he  majored  in  accounting. 

After  graduation  from  Wharton,  he 
worked  for  a  number  of  years  with  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  Examiners. 

In  1929,  he  moved  to  Atlantic  City  and 
was  associated  with  one  of  the  shops  on 
the  Boardwalk.  While  living  in  Atlantic 
City  he  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Community  Synagogue.  It  was  there  that 
he  produced  a  number  of  shows  and  other 
events  which  raised  a  considerable  amount 
of  money  for  the  synagogue. 

He  moved  to  New  York  in  1936  to  join 
the  jewelry  firm  of  Harry  Winston,  Inc., 


the  firm  of  which  he  is  now  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Jack  Raticoff  is  a  family  man.  He  and 
his  wife,  Helen,  have  a  son,  Jerry,  and  a 
daughter,  Marsha,  both  married.  Both  his 
son  and  daughter  have  four  children:  Jerry 
has  three  daughters  and  a  son  and  Marsha 
has  three  sons  and  a  daughter.  This  year 
Jerry’s  son  and  two  of  his  daughters  were 
married  within  six  months,  events  which 
thrilled  their  grandparents! 

In  addition  to  his  many  years  of  in¬ 
volvement  in  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  he 
is  also  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
for  over  50  years  and  a  Chai  Founder  of 
Boys  Town  in  Jerusalem.  He  is  still  a 
member  of  the  Community  Synagogue  in 
Atlantic  City,  his  membership  extending 
over  a  50  year  period.  He  is  also  a  supporter 
of  the  Atlantic  City  Medical  Center  and 
the  U.J. A.  of  Atlantic  County  in  which  his 
daughter  and  son-in-law  are  active.

Chaim  Potok,  the  keynote  speaker  of 
the  evening  is  a  novelist  and  scholar  of 
note.  His  novels  -The  Chosen,  The  Promise, 
My  Name  Is  Asher  Lev,  and,  most  recently, 
In  The  Beginning  -  have  won  critical  as 
well  as  popular  acclaim.  Their  universal 
appeal  has  made  them  international  best¬ 
sellers  and  contemporary  classics.  It  is  the 
special  magic  of  Mr.  Potok  that  he  is  able 
to  depict  his  particular  world  with  a  depth 
of  feeling  and  intensity  that  makes  it 
immediately  fascinating  to  people  of  the 
most  diverse  backgrounds. 

Chaim  Potok  received  a  B.A.  summa 
cum  laude  in  English  Literature  from 
the  Yeshiva  University  in  1950  and,  four 
years  later,  received  rabbinic  ordination 
from  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America.  He  received  his  Ph.D.  in  philoso¬ 
phy  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  spent  15  months  as  a  First  Lieutenant 
with  a  front-line  combat  engineer  battalion 
in  Korea.  He  has  been  writing  fiction  since 
the  age  of  15.  He  paints,  teaches,  travels 
and  lectures.

It  is  felt  that  DANZIG  1939  is  a  unique 
exhibition,  not  only  for  the  beauty  of  the 
treasures  themselves,  but  also  for  the 
compelling  story  of  how  they  survived  the 
Holocaust  and  came  into  the  possession 
of  The  Jewish  Museum. 

In  the  spring  of  1939,  just  prior  to 
the  Nazi  occupation  of  the  Free  City  of 
Danzig,  the  elders  of  the  Jewish  commun¬ 
ity  assembled  in  the  Great  Synagogue  to 
collect  and  pack  their  most  valued  and 
important  ritual  objects  and  memorabilia. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  American  Jewish 
Joint  Distribution  Committee,  the  Danzig 
community  was  able  to  arrange  for  the 
shipment  of  ten  huge  crates  to  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America  for  safe¬ 
keeping.  Supported  by  generous  grants 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  The  Jewish  Museum  has  re¬ 
searched  not  only  the  objects  themselves, 
but  also  documents  relating  to  Jewish  life 
in  Danzig  since  the  seventeenth  century. 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cats,  a  member  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  did  the  research  on  the 
collection  and  the  community.  MOMENT 
Magazine  has  published  her  article  on  this 
exhibit.

Mazer  School 
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voted  to  name  the  Religious  School  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  The  Mazer 
School  of  Religious  Studies.  An  inscrip¬ 
tion  in  the  new  building  will  state  that 
the  building  houses  “The  Mazer  School  of 
Religious  Studies  in  perpetual  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  Joseph  and  Ceil  Mazer.” 

Beginning  next  year,  the  Early 
Childhood  Center  of  the  Mazer  School  of 
Religious  Studies  will-  add  a  toddler  pro¬ 
gram  to  the  already  existing  nursery/ 
kindergarten  program.  Geared  to  meet 
the  needs  of  children  from  the  age  of  two, 
the  Early  Childhood  Center  will  be  housed 
in  the  most  up-to-date  facilities  in  New 
York  City. 

The  Mazer  School,  in  its  Elementary 
Department,  offers  a  complete  Jewish 
curriculum  based  upon  the  child’s  age  and 
grade  level.  It  is  accredited  by  the  New 
York  Board  of  Jewish  Education  and  by 
the  United  Synagogue  Commission  on 
Jewish  Education.  The  faculty,  which 
comes  from  a  variety  of  backgrounds,  is 
committed  to  the  constant  enrichment 
of  the  programs  offered. 

The  curriculum  includes:  Hebrew  — 
oral,  written,  comprehension;  Torah; 
Jewish  Life;  the  Siddur  and  Mahzor;  the 
Prophets;  Jewish  History;  the  State  of 
Israel;  Current  Jewish  Events;  Cantilla- 
tions  (Torah  and  Haftarah);  Music;  Arts 
and  Crafts;  Dance;  trips  to  places  of 
Jewish  interest.  Academic  subjects  are 
complemented  by  actual  experiences  in 
Jewish  life  and  living.  The  centrality  of 
the  synagogue  in  the  life  of  the  Jew  is 
emphasized. 

Students  of  high  school  age  are  invited 
to  explore  the  opportunities  for 
continuing  their  Jewish  education,  both 
intellectually  and  experientially,  by  enroll¬ 
ing  next  September  in  the  High  School 
Department  of  the  Mazer  School  of 
Religious  Studies.

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The  New  Building 
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flexibility  in  the  use  of  space.  The  small 
classrooms  will  be  furnished  in  conference 
room  style  with  a  conference-type  table 
surrounded  by  comfortable  arm  chairs. 
This  will  enable  each  room  to  be  used 
for  small  classes,  study  groups  and 
conferences. 

The  ten  larger  classrooms,  which  are 
500  sq.  ft.  each,  will  contain  15  chairs, 
with  table  arms,  for  regular  classroom 
instruction.  In  addition,  there  will  be  a 
conference-type  table  at  the  rear  of  the 
room  surrounded  by  chairs,  making  it 
possible  to  utilize  the  same  room  for 
smaller  groups  as  well. 

Each  classroom  will  have  a  chalkboard, 
flanked  by  a  tack  board  and  equipped  for 
the  addition  of  a  rolldown  Hovis  screen. 
Each  classroom  will  also  have  a  large  bul¬ 
letin  board  which  will  be,  in  most  cases, 
at  the  rear  of  the  room  on  the  wall  facing 
the  blackboard. 

The  lighting  in  all  the  rooms  will  be  a 
soft,  diffused  fluorescent  lighting  for 
general  classroom  needs,  plus  lighting 
strips  for  spot,  or  accent,  lights. 

We  hope  that  funds  will  be  available 
for  fine,  finishing  details  such  as  built-in 
shelves  for  books  and  pegs  for  coats  in  the 
small  classrooms.  In  the  large  classrooms, 
plans  call  for  closets  for  the  instructor’s 
materials,  shelves  for  books  and  pegs  for 
coats.  The  multi-purpose  Rosner  class¬ 
room  on  the  third  floor  and  the  Greenfield 
Youth  Lounge  on  the  fourth  floor,  both 
of  which  are  1,000  sq.  ft.  in  size,  will  have 
storage  closets  and  small  kitchenettes. 
The  size  of  these  two  beautiful  areas 
make  them  suitable  for  social  functions  as 
well  as  for  audio-visual  instruction. 

The  overall  plan  is  to  produce  a  school 
building  which  is  attractive,  functional 
and  an  encouragement  to  learning.  The 
objective  is  to  make  “going  to  Hebrew 
School”  pleasurable  and  exciting.  Those 
of  us  connected  with  the  project  hope 
that  these  goals  will  be  achieved.
